Most all advertising nowadays tells

In the past there has been more or 


less overstatement in advertising. 
It 


has made a great many people doubt 
everything that they see in an adver- 
tisement which is in any way out of 
the ordinary. 


This feeling is not right. 
Probably 


ninety-nine out of every hundred ad- 
vertisements of reputable business men 
are absolutely true. 


Sometimes overstatements of values 


and reductions in prices seem too es> 
traordianary to be truthful, but those 
on the inside of any business know 
that there are times when it actually 
pays to lose money on a certain article 
or a certain line of goods. 


The reliability of au advertisement 


should be measured by the reputation 
of the advertiser. 
If he does not lie in 


his ordinary business and social rela- 
tions it is fair to suppose that he does 
not lie in his advertising. 
It is a mat- 


ter of principle, and a matter of busi- 
ness also. 


Every statement that is made in an 


advertisement ought to bo carefully 
weighed, and even the appearance of 
untruth excluded. A truthful state- 
ment by an honest man in a good paper 
will bring returns every time. 


The best paper in which to advertise

SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 17.—The storm 


which has swept northwestern Wash- 
ington and British Columbia for the 
past 48 hours is the most severe in the 
history of the country. It is estimated 
that the damage to railroads alone in 
western Washington will exceed §500,- 
000 and the loss to private property 
will be fully as great. 
While at- 


mospheric conditions have improved 
slightly, 
the 
railroad 
situation 


is worse 
than ever. 
The city is 


absolutely 
shut off from communi- 


cation by rail with the outside world 
and from midnight Sunday night until 
about 4 o'clock Monday afternoon all 
the telegraph lines were paralyzed. 
The Northern Pacific overland express, 
which left Tacoma Sunday night, en- 
countered a 
huge 
landslide 
near 


Easton, on the eastern slopes of the 
Cascades, and returned to Tacoma. 
A 


few miles beyond Easton the Yakima 
bridge is washed away. The damage 
beyond that point is not known, com- 
munication being interrupted. 


The Portland branch of the North- 


ern Pacific is likewise disabled by a 
•big landslide in Cowlitz Valley, 50 
miles south of Tacoma. 
The Great 


Northern railway is the heaviest suf- 
ferer and all its lines on this side of 
the Cascades are in a, deplorable con- 
.dition. From Snohomish to Skypem- 
'ish in the Cascade mountains, 
a dis- 


tance of 52 miles, the road will prac- 
tically have to be rebuilt, as the road 
'has been nearly all swept away and 
the bridges washed out. 
At Index the 


big railroad bridge was swept from its 
piers and carried down the Skyhomish 
river for a distance of half a mile. 


At Snohomish City the river is high- 


er than ever before known, being from 
six to ten miles wide in places. The 
water is over a foot deep in the Great 
Northern depot, which stands eight 
feet above the level of the track.

picking up ranchers and stock,

In the Auditorium 
tower, where lake breezes blew con- 
stantly and briskly all i''-'y, the ther- 
mometer registered 70 degrees at 2 p. 
m., but on the streets the mercury re- 
flected the feelings of the uncomfort- 
able people by pointing to 78 and 74 
degrees.
